1. The Stale occupies a position in the South of Raj utana and 
extends between 23 2/ and 24“. 1' North I.atitude and 73’ 22' and 74” 23' 
East Longitude. It is bounded on the North by Mewar, on the West by 
Idar, jn the South by LutiaAMra, Kadana and Sant, on the East by Bans- 
wara. The Soin and the Mahi are the two main rivers but the former 
Sows into the latter after a course of about 30 miles in Dungarpur terri- 
tory. 1 'be other feeders of the Mahi are the Majam, the Vatrak, the 
lihadar and the Moran. The area is about I,^4/ Square Miles, most of 
which is taken up y hills, which are oflf - shoots of the Aravali Range, the 
back bone of Rajputana. I'he population numbered 1,89,272 in the last 
Census. 

2 No Rail .vav traverses any part of the State. The nearest Rail 
way .’•tations .ire Udaipur and Talod, 67 and 75 miles respectively from 
ihe Ca ita!. Pnere are metalled roads within the Municipal limits ol the 
to.vn.

There is a State Mail Se-vice to Aspur, Dhambola and Kanba. The ex- 
tension of pasta! facilities by opening new Host Offices in the interior of 
the country i.s under consideration of the Postal Department.-

ponai-ce as well is held at Jienishwar at the confluence of the Som and 
the Mahi.

He vras the recipient of the sword of 
honor, a rare disti iction, as one had not been awarded to any student for 
some years past. He is a keen sportsman and appears to be genuinely 
interested in the advancement cf his State and the p osperity H his people. 
His charming personality has endeared His Highness to all his subjects and 
he is expected to prove a successful Ruler.

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CHAPTER III. 

Revenue Department. 

1. Sardar Pratapsingh continued to be in charge of the I epartment, 

during the year. ~ ■“ 

2. The total area of the State is 1,4 >7 square miles, of which nearly 
500 square miles is under cultivation. The number of villages in the Slate 
is 778, including Jagir and Muafi villages, Patapur, a Jagir village, was 
resumed owing to the Jagirdar dying without any male issue. The widow 
of the deceased Thakur has, however, been liberally provided for. 

3. This scheme was introduced in February last, with liberal conce- 
ssions Thakur Fat^hsingh, Assistant Revenue Officer, was deputed to 
this work under the supervision of the Revenue Officer. The scheme 
worked successfully with the result that ^3 houses were erected by new 
tenants. They brought u der ploiigh 424 Bighas of fallow land. 

6 tenants emigrated elsewhere. 

4. The regular settlement staff was dismissed in January last and 

the unfinished portion of the settlement work was carried out by the ordi- 
nary staff. The expenditure incurred was about Rs. £0,000. Objections 
are being decided and the Revenue staff will now have to demarcate the 
boundaries. ■ 

» ■' ' 

5. The settlement of Jagir and Muafi villages is conducted at the 
Jagirdars’ and Muafidars’ request and cost. A special staff is engaged for 
this work under the Revenue Girdawar. 10 Jagir and 14 Muafi villages 
have been taken under survey. The area surveyed so far is 7,157 acres.

An embargo is placed on the 
export of food grains in the shape of prohibitive export duty with the result 
that prices are easy as compared with those in the neighbouring States.

19. Appendix No. I at the end gives the rainfall recorded at the 
various rainguage stations in the State. 

20. An experimental agricultural farm, for which an area of about 162 
Eighas has been reserved in the Udaibihar Gardens, was started and Dehra- 
Dun and Pilibhit rice, sweet Juwar, ground nuts etc. from the experimental 
farm at Partabgarh were sown. The experiments proved successful and it 
is hoped to carry experiments on a larger scale in selected villages from the 
next year. 

Court of Wards. 

21. The department has been in charge of the Revenue Officer. The 
supervising staff consists of an Inspector and 17 others. 

22. At the close of the previous year the number of the estates under 

the Court of Wards was 21. 3 more were added during the year, making a 

total of 24. One of these was released and the number at the close of the 
year was 23. The total income from them at the usual io per cent charge 
was Rs. 6,160 against Rs. 5,650 and the expenditure was Rs. 4,134 against 
Rs. 3,464 giving a percentage of 67’ i compared with 61 ’3 of the previous 
year. The number of Thikanas under Budget supervision was 4. One more 
was added during the year. As reported last year the cash of the 4 orphans, 
who have been taken under the care of the department, is in deposit with 
the State Bank till they attain majority and their maintenance is being looked 
alter by their relatives. 

The Thikanas of Kua, Vamasa, Nandli, Khumanpur, Gada Vcnjania 
and Sabli were handed over to their respective AVards for practical training. 
Their work proved to be satisfactory and there were no complaints. It is 
proposed to release Bankora during the next year. 

23. 18 of the Wards are below 21 years of age. 5 of them are inmates 
of the Biscoe Rajput Boarding House at the Capital, 3 are being educated 
at village schools, i is studying at the Mayo College, Ajmer, i is a mere 
child and the remaining 8 have left school. They are bein trained for their 
work at their own Thikanas. Most of the Thikanas are saddled with debts. 

24. The Revenue Officer was on tour for 47 days and inspected J’’at- 
war Khanas and the Thikanas under the Court of Wards.

2. The Customs tariff was revised from time to time according to vari- 
ations in market prices with the result that the income under Customs and 
Excise amounted to Rs. 1,99,586 and 1,14,531 respectively against Rs. i,34,39h 
and Rs. 1,02,969 of the previous year. The total increase of revenue under 
these heads amounted to Rs. 76,752.

The decrease is chiefly due to there being no demand for grass, 
which is generally the case in good years, and the diminished export of 
timber and bamboos to foreign territories. 

3 Special areas in different circles have been selected for the 
growth of valuable timber and fruit trees. 

During this year about 400 Sisam were planted in Chundawara 
nursery in addition to 600 Mango and 500 Mahua trees, which were plan- 
ted in Bhadher Jungle and in the land near the Dhambola tank. Several 
of the mango trees were destroyed by insects 

Experiments with lac cultivation on Khankra, Bcr and Pipal were 
continued though without much success owing to climatic conditions being 
not favourable. Grafting with Ber was also tried.

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CHAPTER XIL 
Municipal Board. 

(a) Central Board Dungarpur. 

t. Gandhi X^thulal was Honorary President, Seth Giilabchand 
Dawda and Seth Kasturchand Kutaria were Honorary Vice Presidents. 
Of the 1 8 members, 3 are nominated by the State from the State ofScials 
and 15 are elected from the town. 

Babu Prabhudas was Secretary of the Board upto 27th April, when 
he was on deputation to Ajmer in connection with the journey of Her 
Highness the Senior Maji Sahiba. During his absence, the work of the 
Secretary was performed by Babu Bridhichand, Secretary Dharma Sabha. 

The constitution of the Board has since been overhauled and this 
provides for 6 elected and 6 nominated members with Public Works, 
Sanitation, Education and Accounts committees in charge of professional 
experts. 

(b) Sub-Committees. 

2. In addition to the Central Board at the Capital there are two 
sub-committees at Sagwara and Galiakote, working under the control of 
the Central Board. 

There are 6 members, 3 nominated and 3 elected on the snb-coinmi- 
ttee at Sagwara, of which the President is the Munsiff there, and Vice- 
President, Seth Kishorelal, a local trader. Of the 4 members on the. 
Galiakote sub-committee, 2 are nominated and 2 are elected. The Tha- 
nedar is the President and Seth Hukumchand Vice f resident of the 
Committee. 

3. The lighting and sanitary arrangements at the Capital were 
defective but an extension of the Electric scheme and scheme for water 
sipply were sanctioned. These works are nearing completion. Nume- 
rous petty repairs and small works were e.xecuted. 

4. The services of a Vaidya and a Hakim are entertained by the 
Board to give free treatment to the poor and sick. Cases of snake bite 
were numerous during the rains. The Board has, however, encouraged 
the destruction of venomous reptiles by granting rewards. They also 
contributed a handsome amount towards the treatment of snake bite cases. 
Rs. 200 were contributed for Child Welfare and Rs. 300 for maintenance 
of the Ducat Library. 

5. The receipts and e.xpcnditurc of the year are tabulated in ne.xt page. 
The principal source of income is Octroi taxation, which is recovered 
through the Customs Department.

Gour Sewaklal acted as Stamp Officer in addition 
to his duties as Judioial Officer and Sardar Pratap Singh had several cases 
to tackle in addition to treasury, and Bank, which he had to look after. 
Thakur Ranjit Singh, the Superintendent of Police, also looked after the 
Forest Depaitment for sometime and worked well. Pandit Ramchandra 
has cone well as Head Master and Superintendent of Education, 

Among the non-officials. Seth Gulabchand Dawda, Thakur Sardar’ 
Singh of Garhmala, Bohra Mohommadali and Seth Kasturchand Kotaria 
have done good work.
